Washington, D. C., April 4.—It is said by 
persons in a position to speak with authority 
that as soon as Venezuela is convinced Great 
Britain tas finally decided to arbitrate or 
settle the boundary dispute, as suggested by 
* the United States, through Ambassador 
Bayard, the Southern republic will regret- 
fully but resolutely turn to what it regards 
ds its, only fecource, a resort to force. 
Venezuela fully recognizes the great military 
strength of Great Britain, but it is declared 
its people are ready to see their homes and 
their cities desolated and laid in ashes rather 
than submit to what they regard as national 
dishonor, It is said that the contention with 
Great Britain is net so much one of territory 
as of the sentiment and honor involved. So 
firmly impres«ed have the people become 
with this that.the opinion is expressed that 
they would rather see their country go out of 
existence than pass into the practical control 
of a foreign power.

~ Britain in declining the suggestion of the 
United States for the settlement of the 
‘trouble with Venezuelu is substantially as 
follows: 
~  First—Great Britain takes the position that the 
question of arbitration was once before proposed 
by Venezuela. At that time the Foreign Office 
gart the subject careful consideration and then 
submitted a reply embodying a proposition to 
trate certain definite subjects of coiitroversy. 
To proposition Venezuela has never made a 
reply either accepting or rejecting the proposed 
‘basis of arbitration. Under these circumstances 
it is not desirable to proceed to asecond arbitra- 
tion when the first remains unanswored. 
Second—In any event there are certain portions 
of territory to which Venezuela lays claim, 
which under no circumstances wiil bo made the 
subject of arbitration, as they are recognized por- 
tions of the British domain, and therefore are not 
svbjects on which the judgment ot arbitrators 
could be invoked. 
7 Third— The subject matter is one between 
Great Britain and Venezuela, so that the good of- 
fices of the United States are not regarded as es- 
sential to a settlement, as it is not understood 
the United States has assumed a protectorate 
over Venezuela, or has other interest than that 
of a friendly power.

WHY ARE THE AMERICANSIN PRISON? 


Cuban Authorities Ignore the Demands 


Made by the State Department. 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.|— 
Have the Cuban authorities ignored the de- 
mand of the State Department for the im- 
mediate relense of the two American sailors 
confined in the filthy prison of Santiago de 
Cuba? 

This is a question of grave and immediate 
importance to the authorities here. As 
stated some days ago the State Department 
sent rigid and positive instructions to Consul 
Hyatt at Santiago de Cuba di ng that he 
at once demand the release of these 
prisoners. This was April 1. No response has 
yet been received at the State Department 
and in consequence the officials are exercised 
over the delay. Forty-eight hours is the limit 
of time within which the State Department 
permits the Spanish authorities, under the 
peculiar law on the statute books of their 
country, to keep an American citizen in mili- 
tary confinement without bringing him to 
civil trial. This time has more than elapsed 
and the authorities are curious and anxious to 
know what has been done with the prisonérs. 
If Consul Hyatt is not heurd from by tomor- 
row there will probably be some further im- 
perative instructions to that officer. 

An official of the department said today the 
administration would resort to the most ex- 
treme measures to secure the liberation of 
these men, or at least their freedom from 
military imprisonment and trial by the civil 
authorities, Notwithstanding that martial 
law has been declared throughout the islands 
Secretary Gresham still ‘rigidly adheres to the 
stand he took eome time ago against the trial 
by military authority of American prisoners 
not actually participants in the revo- 
lution, with arms in their pos- 
session at the time of their arrest. 


SPANISH TROOPS READY TO FIGHT 


There Are 32,000 Soldiers Available to Do 
Battle with Insurgents. 

Havana, April 4.—At daybreak this morn- 
ing a battalion of Spanish troops marched 
out from the fortress of Cabana, which lies 
westward on the hills above Morro Castle. 
They were led to the railway, from which 
trains travel south across the island to Batta- 
hanno. It is at that port that the government 
troops are being forwarded to the eastern dis- 
tricts of Cuba; and when the battalion ea 
route today shall have reached Santiago de 
Cuba all the troops newly arrived from Spain 
will have been mobilized at that point. When 
all are there, there will be a grand review, 
and then the hunt for the insurgents will be- 
gin. Meanwhile the organization of the 
troops by commands is being effected. 

There will be two grand divisions and two 
brigades in each division. The first division 
will be commanded by Gen. La Chambre, 
new Military Governor of Manzanillo. This 
will be his base of operations, and for the 
present he wili be expected to preserve quiet, 
or make battle against the rebels in the dis. 
tricts of Principe Neuvitas, Tunas, Bayami, 
and possibly part of Holguin, Within this 
territory, chiefly in Principe Camaguey, as 
it may be referred to,some of the bitterest 
business of the last rebellion took place. 

Gen. Saleedo will have his base of opera- 
tions at Santiago de Cuba; and his forces are 
expected to put down any rebellion in the 
districts of Jiguani Cuba, Guintanamo, Bara- 
coa, and the eastern port of Holguin.

These two commands will number some- 
thing over 4,000 men, At the palace of the 
Governor-General it was announced that 
when all the troops that are now expected to 
come from Spain shall have arrived there 
will be available against the rebellion 32,000 
men, This number covers troops already ar- 
rived here, the standing army of Cuba, and 
all volunteers and guerrillas. The last named 
are not the guerrillas familiar in the United 
States, but are separate companies énlisted 
for a definite time and purpose. Regular

Take also the circum- 
stances testified to by the defendant as oc- 
curring at.their table some three months be- 
fore the birth of Polly, the grandmother be- 
ing present, when, it is said by Mrs. Stiles, 
her husband placed the heel of his shoe on 
her instep and ground it so hard that her 
foot was swollen to twice its normal size 
and she was disabled several days. That 
Same person who wrote that heroic let- 

ter of July 5, 1891, in defense of his wife’s 
asSailed honor could have purposely inflict- 
ed this inhuman cruelty upon the same wife 
seems incredible, and that Mrs. Stiles could

CHICAGO PACKERS KNOW NOTHING OF IT 


Scheme of the Cattie-Raisers to Sell for 
Future Delivery Vague Hog Scarcity. 
Chicago dressed beef interests seem to be 

ignorant of the alleged plan of cattle-raisers 

of the West to establish markets in Chicago, 

St. Louis, Omaha, Kansas City, and East- 

ern points for the future delivery of cattle. 

It appears that the raisers think they are 

getting too little share in profits from the 

combine. Such a movement as that pro- 
posed was undertaken some years ago, but 

did not result in anything permanent. Mr. 

Martin of Armour & Co. said he had heard 

nothing of any efforts in this direction, and 

from the present condition of the cattle mar- 
ket knows of no reason for starting any such 
scheme. 

Commission men at the Stock-Yards now 
predict a shortage of hogs for the next 
three months. They say for April, May, 
and June the shortage will exceed 100,000 a 
month, or 300,000 in all, and they also say 
that but for the tightness of the money 
market the prices would go higher and 
would advance at least $3 per 100 pounds. 
A competent authority, speaking on the 
matter yesterday, said no day this summer 
would packers see 35,000 hogs. Armour and 
the other packers were buying just what 
they wanted and no more. The causes were 
the high price of corn and cholera this sea- 
son. That disease had killed droves of hogs 
in this State and other States, and the price 
of corn advancing, farmers were selling it 
and raising no hogs. Three months from 
now there will be another crop of hogs. 
Prices had gone up in the meantime and 
2 just $1 a 100 higher than a year ago to- 

ay 

Kansas City, Mo., April 4. — During the last 
six weeks the pric> of beef in this city has in- 
creased so rapidiy and so constantly that the 
butchers, to say nothing of their patrons, are 
complaining. The butchers say it is not their 
fault nor the fault of the packers, but that the 
whole difficulty is due to the increase in the 
price of live cattle. In the time noted prices 
have increased 30 to 35 per cent. 


AFTER POSTMASTER BRAND’S SCALP, 


Toledo Democrats Declare He Worked for 
the Republican Mayoralty Candidate. 
Toledo, O., April 4.— [Special.] — Ever since 

the election of Guy G. Major over the Demo- 

crat, Parks Hone, for Mayor there has been 
trouble among local Democrats. It is said 
the Democratic Postmaster, Rudolph Brand, 
urged several voters to vote against the candi- 
date of his own party. Today one of the lead- 
ing representatives of the party started for 

Washington armed with a lot of affidavits by 

which it is sought to oust Postmaster Brand 

for violation of the civil service rules and for 
offensive partisanship.

ONE OF LIBBY PRISON HEROES DEAD, 


Maj. A. G. Hamilton Had Many Acquaiat- 
ances Among Chicago Veterans. 

Maj. A. G. Hamilton, who was reported 
murdered yesterday at Morgantown, Ky., 
was a noted character in history and was 
well known in Chicago. While Col. Thomas 
E. Rose was the originator of the tunnel 
project by which 109 Union officers escaped 
from Libby Prison, Richmond, Va., Maj. 
Hamilton had charge of the work under in- 
structions from Col. Rose and performed 
much of the actual labor. He has been in 
poor circumstances all his life and resided 
at Reedyville, Ky. During the World’s Fair 
he spent a month in Chicago by invitation 
of the Libby Prison War Museum Associa- 
tion and made many friends among the local 
and visiting veterans. He was so greatly 
interested in Libby Prison and the daily 
meetings of old veterans whom he knew in 
Libby, many of whom visited the museum 
during the summer of 1893, that he could 
not be induced to visit the Fair. When he 
went home he intended to write a book on 
his prison experience during the war. While 
here his reminiscences were placed in 
pamphlet form by C. R. Macloon and had 
a large sale.

About the New Brake. 


The people who were invited to take a ride 
on the new electricaily equipped train were 
frightened away by the riot and carnage on 
the bridge approach. When quiet wus re- 
stored Mr. McGann looked for his guests, but 
they had left the Lexington Hotel. They 
were told to keep off Twenty-second street if 
they valued their lives, Oniy a few hdd the 
temerity to venture on the trip. Those who 
went were taken over the road and shown the 


devices on the train. and were-also shown 


| throug’ the power-house of the company. 


This was the first time the electric brake 
was ever given a public trial and 
it was considered a success. It is used 
now only on the cars of the McGann company. 
It is the invention of Eimer E. Sperry. It re- 
lies for its stopping power on the friction of 
two flat disks, attracted together by magaet- 
ism. In the motor cars the friction is applied 
directly to a smooth surface planed on the in- 
side of the car wheels. In the trailer cara, 
where the motor is notin the way, a circular 
disk is bolted on each of the axles, and the 
friction is applied to that instead 

wheel. 

The active part of the brake, which cor- 
responds to the ordinary brake shoe, consists 
of a circular piece of cast-iron or steel swung 
on two movable links, so that it bangs almost 
touching the flat inside surface of the car 
wheel on the motor cars or the flat disk on 
the axle of the trailer cars. Inside this piece 
of cast-iron is an electro-magnet. When the 
current is turned on this tnagnet the circular 
casting contain‘ng it is attracted tightly 
against the disk near it and the resulting fric- 
tion stops the car. 

The remarkable feature of the brake is that 
it works as well when the trolley wheel is off 
the wire as when it is on: itis not dependent 
on uny current from the trolley for its opera- 
tion. This has been several times demon- 
strated in tests when a car has been run at 
full speed, the trolley thrown off, and the mag- 
netic brake applied with perfect saccess. The 
reason for this is the fact that the current 
used to operate the brake is obtained from 
the motor itself. 


Power Is Always Avaliable. 


Electric generators, when current is sup- 
plied to them instead of being taken from 
them, will run as electric motors, In the 
same way motors, if turned by mechanical 
power, will become generators of elec- 
tricity. Advantage is taken of this reéversi- 
bility of electricai apparatus in the application 
of tme inagnetic brake. When the current is 
shut off from the motor of a moving street 
car the motion of the car keeps the armatur 
of the motor revolving and thereby changes it 
into a dynamo, which will be poweriul in pro- 
portion to the speed of the car. It merely re- 
mains to make the necessary changes in the 
connections from the troiley and track to the 
magnets of the brakes, and power is always 
available whenever there is any motion of the 


car. 

The 2 of the magnetic brake is ac- 
complished by the same lever which starts the 
car. In the starting box or coutroller are a 
number of contacts, so arranged that the mo- 
tion of the lever in one direction sends current 
from the trolley through the motor and starts 
the car, while in the other direction it turns 
the motor into a dynamo and applies current 
to the brake. At high speed a resistancé of 
fifteen ohms is thrown in series with the 
brakes; as the speed decreases the resistance 
is gradually thrown out by the motortnan. 

A teature of the brake is that the wheels 
cannot slide. As soon as the wheels are 
locked the current ceases, as there is no mo- 
tion to the armeture and is only renewed 
when the wheels begin to revolve again: This 
is said to insure a more rapid stopping of 
the carthan could be accomplished by lock- 


ing the wheels and letting them slide on thes 
track. It is estimated that a loss of 25 per 


cent of the mechanical motion takes in 
the armature and bearings, so 5 per 
cent of the momentum of tne car is availavle 
for braking purposes. Where trailer cars are 
run their brakes depend for their power on 
the motor of the motor car. In that case 
electrical wires are run from the mutor car to 
the trailers and the brake magnets of the lat- 
ter are connected in parallel with those on 
the motor car. Hand brakes of the usual 
type are also provided on ali cars for use in 
case of emergency.

Work on the index to the Congressional 
Record for the last session of the Fifty-third 
Congress is likely to be delayed for an indefi- 
nite period owing toa piece of political chi- 
canery which has just come to light. For 
more thaa fifteen years the work of indexing 
the proceedings of Congress has been done 
under the supervision of Gen, Albert Ordway, 
who is the commander of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia. No complaint 
has ever béen made as to the character of the 
work nor has there been any unneceseary de- 
lay in getting resuits to the Government 
Printing Office after the conclusion of a ges- 
sion of Congress. Just before the last session 
of the fFifty-third Congress was ‘ended, 
however, there was a conference be- 
tween the members of the joint 
committee on printing of the 
two Houses and the upshot of the matter was 
the displacement of Gen. Urdway. His posi- 
tion as index clerk was coveted by Victor L. 
Baughman, one of Senator Gorman’s hench- 
men, and it was not a difficult matter to bring 
about the choice of a Marylander for this t. 
Senator Gorman is at the head of the Print- 
ing committee of the Senate and his associates 
were Ransom of North Carolina, now Minis- 
ter to Mexico, and Manderson of Nebraska, 
who is now an ex-Senator. On the part of 
the House, the Printing committee was made 
up of Richardson of Tennessee, patron of the 
colony bearing his name at the government 
printing office; McKaig of Maryland, and 

roderick of Kansas. Gorman, Richardson, 
and Broderick, constifuting half. the joint 
Printmg committee of the Houses, will 
be members of the Fifty-fourth Congress, 
and if their wishes are carried out 
Victor L. Baughman will be index clerk. 
For without a moment’s warning and 
while absent from Washington Gen. Ord way 
was superseded, although no charges were 
filed against him. His friends are justly in- 
dignant over the scurvy trick that has been 
played upon him, and an effort yiil be made 
to invite the attention of the Republicans of 
the Fifty-fourth Congress to this piece of 
Democratic skullduggery and upset the plans 
of the conspirators.

Naval Inspection Board Recommends Sev- 
eral Improvements, 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—The Naval In- 


spection Board, which recently made a care- 
ful examination of the United States war- 
ship Chicago, has made a repurt to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy suggesting important 
changes in the rig and battery of the ship. 
Congress has already made an appropriation 
to fit it with new engines and boilers, which 
are now being constructed and will result in 
largely increasing the speed and coal endur- 
ance. Now the beard expresses the opinion 
that the battery should be brought up to date. 
This now consists of four eight-inch, eight 
six-inch, and two five-inch breech-loaders. 

war in the East has emphasized 
the belief of the ordnance officers that for the 
smaller calibres, the rapid tire type guns 
using fixed ammunition are absolutely neces- 
sary fighting off torpedo boats. Therefore 
the board recommends the 8-inch guns be 
retained and rapid fire 5-inch rifles be sub- 
stituted for the 6 and 5-inch breech loaders.

AMERICAN HULDINGS IN SAMOA, 


Land Commissioner Chimbers Makes Re- 
port of the Title: Adjusted, 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—The report of 
W. L. Chambers, United States Land Com- 
missioner to Samoa, dated Feb, 3, 1895, was 
made public today. Mr. Chambers was one 
of three Commissioners appointed by the 
treaty powers under the provisions of the 
Berlin treaty to adjust and settle all claims 
by aliens to lands in Samoa.’ The reports in- 
clude all the title papers to Samoan lands and 
are of considerable value. 

An exhibit attached to the report shows the 
total number of claims fil before the com- 
miasion was 3.942. Of these 1,422 were 


German, 1,757 British, 307 American, 326 


French, and 130 ntiscellaneous. The total 
claims aggregated 1,691.892 acres, whi 
the islands only contasa050,000 acres: 

8 per cent of the claims were confirmed, 
One man unger a large number of deeds 
claimed pract‘cally the whole of the jeland of 
Savii, and held large claims ino islands, 
butail except 15,000° acres Of his claima 
were rejected. ; 

The vast bulk of acreage claimed by Amer- 
icans was also rejected because of tha mani- 
festly inadequate consideration given for it 
and because the tities were defective under 
several of the provisions of the treaty. About 
21,000 acres were confirmed to Americans. 
Most of this belonged to a corporation com- 

iof San Francisco stockholders. Not 
over 2,000 acres were confirmed to all other 
American claimants. Only nineteen bona- 
tide American subjects were found in the 


country exclusive of officials and there are, 


thirty Americans there all told, including 
those who claim citizenship through naturali- 
zation. 

In reference to Pango-Pango Bay. Mr. 
Cham bers says the claim of the 
Government was examined anc confirmed, 
but the claims are by no means so valuable as 
the American public seems to think. What 
are thought to be the most valuable parts of the 
shore of the bay have never. been acquired by 
the United States. The harbor is so deep and 
the bay so small not more than three or four 
ships could be anchored there ia case the wind 
was blowing either into the mouth of the har- 
bor or off snore. Heargues the station is not

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


Insurance Rates for This Year. 


Inland Lioyds for 1895 appeared yesterday. The 
radicai reduactionsin the vaiustion of lake vesseis 
for the purpose of insurance, which appear in the 
new register, will cause widespread commotion 
among veesel-owners. Last year Ialand Lioyds re- 
duced Vaiuations from 20 to 30 per cent,and this 
was deemed an unnecessary hardship by vesselmeh. 
The reductions this year will average 15 per cent on 
the decreased valuations of last season's register. 
Compared with two veurs ago, valuations have fallen 
from 25 to 50 percent. No class of vessel property 
has escaped. ihe worst sufferers are the small 
wooden vessels, which lose both vaiuations and 
ratings in the new register, making 
insurance rates on them so high that 
of them will not be insured at ail. 
steamers, which were rated, at. $225,000 
two years ago are reduced to $160,000 and $175,00U. 
The Christopher Columbus, which was given a vaiu- 
ation uf $300,000 last year, is put down to 6225 
The lumber steam barges, which were vaiued two 
8 ago at fron $15,000 to $20,000, drop to 510. 

J. Boats which could have been insured two 
years ago at $15,000 wiil not be able this season to 
get over 66,000. With the general indisposition of 
underwriters to accept risks on these smaller 
wooden craft the impending insurance war wilin t 
better matters any for them. On standard steel 
boats, however, it is believed the war will result in 
a reduction sufficient to meet foreign competition. 
Last season’s rate was 3 per cent, which has 
dropped to 2¥ cents thus early. Strong efforts 
are being madeto keep up grain insurance rates, 
but no agreement between the companies has yet 
heen reacu 
a pool in grain insurance.

WOULD KILL THE BILL 


HOSTILE AMENDMENT TO MBASURE 
FOR A BTATUE OF MARQUETTE. 


Paisley Induces the Senate to Specify That 


the Monument Be Erected in Spring- 


field Instead of Chic:go — Crawtord 
Thinks This Action, if Not Rescinded, 
Will Prove FataleFavorable Commit- 
tee Reports Ordered on the Bills Look- 
ing to the Sheridan Road Extension. 


Springfield, III., April 4.—The Senate to- 
day advanced to third reading the bill appro- 
priating $25,000 for the erection in Chicago 
of a statue in memory of James Marquette. 
The bill was opposed bitterly by Senator 
Dunlap after he had called it up out of its 
regular order on second reading. The funds 
to be expended in building the monument 
are not available until July 1, 1896. Before 
the bill was advanced Senator Paisley secured 
the adoption of an amendment providing that 
the stutue be erected on the Capitol grounds 
in Springfield. Senator Mahoney, the author 
of the bill, said it was the intention to erect 
the statue on the State’s grounds, but he did 
not care whether the statue was placed in 
Springfield of Chicago, Senator Crawford 
said the adoption of this amendment would 
have the effect of killing the biil. 

In calling up the bill Chairman Dunlap of 
the Committee on Appropriations said he had 
been in favor of sending the bill out of his 
committee of the Senate, but he had person- 
al objections toit. He said the ground of 
his objection was that the State Treasury is al- 
most in a depleted condition. While he 
favored che honoring of Illinois heroes he 
thought it a stroke of public policy for the 
Legisiature to postpone the enactment of a law 
of this character for at least one session. He 
moved to strike out the enacting clause. 

Senator Mahoney said a similar bill last 
session had been introduced ata late hour, 
and, if the gentleman’s memory from Cham- 
paign (Duniap) served him weil, he would re- 
member that the leader of the Democratic 
side. when the bill was called up, made an 
aggressive fight for its advancement and 
passage. He said Gen. Shields, an Illinois 
hero, had been honored last session, and he 
thought it no more than right that a grateful 
people should now erecta titting monument 
to the memory of the explorer of Lilinois and 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Senator Dunlap’s motion was defeated. 

Pharmecy Biil is Amended, 


After the hottest kind of a fight made on 
the bill amending the pharmacy law by Sena- 
tors Berry, Craig, and others its further con- 
siderution was postponed until next Tuesday 
morning immediately after the reading of the 
journal. Senator Hunt secured au amend- 
ment including those who are competent to 
take an examination before the Board of 
Paarmacy physicians who have filed, their 
own prescriptions for four years, and Senator 
Hamer an amendment whien practically 
contains the features of a bill he introduced 
some time agoto prevent the adulteration of 
drugs. Senator Berry hold that the bill would 
be unconstitutional so far as this latter ameand- 
ment was concerned, as he believed any man 
in the State had aright to ov a drug store 
and operate it, provided he employed a regis- 
tered pharmacist for compounding prescrip- 
tions. Senator Crawford said there was noth- 
ing uncunstitutional about it. To satisfy all 
parties concerned it was agreed to postpone 
turther action unti! next Tuesday. 

Senator Coon secured the passage of his bill 
taxing legacies, gifte, und inheritances. 

Senatcr Niehaus’ bill mating 25 per cent of 
the wages of any person subject to the law of 
garnishment was passed by a vote of 36 yeas 
to 7 nays. The biil was championed by Sen- 
ators Niehaus, Berry and Herb, who insisted 
the bill was absolutely just and that no honest 
man would object to paying one-fourth of his 
wages for the necessaries of life. Senators 
Craig and Wall bitterly opposed the measure 
and said it amounted to elass legislation, be- 
cause there was nobody in the State asking 
for its passage besides the grocers, 

Adviunced ta Third Raading. 

The following bille were advanced to third 
reading:

FOR SHERIDAN ROAD EXTENSION, 


Crafts’ Bill Ordered Favorably Reported 
to the Illinois Hause. 

Springfield, III., April 4.—The House Com- 
mitteeon Parks and Boulevards today or- 
dered a favorable reporton Mr. Crafts’ bill 
to provide for the organization of park dis- 
tricts and the transfer of submerged lands to 
those bordering on navigable bodies of water. 
A delegation consisting of YVolney Foster, 
President, and Alexander Clark, Secretary 
of the Sheridan Road Association, George P. 
Merrick, representing the property-owners on 
the North Shore, and J. Irving Pearce, repre- 
senting the Lake Bluff district, appeared be- 
fore the committee if support of the bill. In 
speaking of the measure Mr. Foster said: 

The passage of this bill by the Legislature will 
enable the owners of property on the North 
Shore to estabijsh park districts and pleasure 
driveways. Notably. it will furnish an oppor- 
tunity for the completion of the Sheridan road— 
an enterprise which has involved about eight 
years of consecutive labor on the part of some of 
the public-spirited citizens and residents of the 
lake territory on the North Side. About 
$500,000 has been expended, and about 
twenty-six miles of the road is al- 
ready completed. This bill will provide 
for the continuation of the roadto the State 
line. The peopie of Milweukee are very much 
interested in this matter and are anxiously 
awaiting the passage of a bill of this character 
so that they may haveasimilar bill passed by 
the Legislature of their State. They give the 
earnest assurance that the road will be con- 
structed from Milwaukee to the State line by the 
time the work can be completed on the Lilinois 
side.

ITS MEETING IS TAME. 


METROPOLITAN L ROAD BE- 
ELEOTS ITS OLD DIREOTORS. 


Read Will Be Opened te the Pablic May 1 
Agreement Between the Banks to Pay 
1% Per Cent on Balances Not Likely to 
Lact Much Longer—C'aim That It I. in 
Violation of the Anti-Trust Law- Dull 
acd Fim Steck Market. 

Stockholders of the Metropolitan Elevated 
railroad company held their annual meet- 
ing yesterday. While it was a meeting of 
the railroad people, the leading influence of 
course was exerted by the construction com- 
pany. It was so much so that shareholders 
did not consider it worth while to send in 
proxies. However, out of 150,000 shares 
137,318 were represented. The election of 
directors resulted in the choice of Robert 
Jenkins, George Higginson Jr., and Addison 
Gardner to succeed themselves for a term of 

two years. The holdover members are R. 

II. P. Durkee and John H. Glade. 

It was given out after the meeting ghat 
mere routine business, aside from the elec- 
tion of directors, had been transacted. An- 
nouncement was made, however, that the 
main line would be in operation by May 1. 
Nothing remains to be done to get the line 
in order that will cause delay. It was said 
no discussion was had relative to the issue 
of preferred stock, nor was action taken 
with reference to the construction company 
turning the road over to the railroad com- 
pany. It is probable that will be deferred 
until all branches are completed. It is pre- 
dicted that within sixty days the Logan 
Square branch will be finished. It is com- 
plete now as far as Bloomingdale road, while 
work from Logan Square to California ave- 
nue is also finished. This leaves a gap of 
three-quarters of a mile to be joined. The Hum- 
boldt Park line is completed west to within a 
block, ef Humboldt Park. 

There is sharp difference of opinion among 
local bankers on the question of advancing rates 
on country deposits. Many of the most prominent 
bankers are strongly in favor of abandoning the 
old 1% per cent agreement and advancing the rate 
to 2 per cent. None of them, however, cares to 
take the initiative, and so no meeting has yet 
been called to consider the question. A number 
of the prominent banks, however, are growing 
decidedly restive. They think the banking busi- 
nes here is being injured because Chicago does 
not pay as much as the New York banks do. They 
are unable to advance to their customers any 
adequate reason for this. They have to admit 
they get higher rates for money than do the New 
York banks and it is hard to demonstrate that 
they cannot pay as much. A few of the conserv- 
ative banks are strongly opposed to advancing 
the rates, but it hardly seems probable that the 
opposition will much longer delay action. There 
is probably no doubt if a meeting were called 
now that a majority of the banks which have 
signed the 1% per cent agreement would vote to 
abolish it and return gladly to the 2 per cent rate. 

A new phase of the situation has been brought 
forward — the shape of a statement that this 
agreement, signed by practically all the Clear- 
ing-House banks, is in violation of both State 
and Federal anti-trust laws. It is declared that 
such an agreement is certainly in restriction of 
trade and commerce and unquestionably comes 
within the meaning of the law and that the banks 
signing it have laid themselves liable to investi- 
gation by the Attorney-General. None of the 
bankers are much worried over that phase of the 
situation, but it nevertheless is used as one of the 
arzuments to break the agreement. 

The stock market was again decidedly dull yes- 
terday, but there seemed to be a pretty strong 
foundation. Most of the traders have for a num- 
ber of days been confidently predicting a sharp 
break in quotations because of the decided nar- 
rowness of the market, but in spite of that the sit- 
uation presents a good deal of firmness. It is true 
that the publile seems entirely out of the market, 
but there is no pressure of long stock, and any one 
who endeavors to pick up many securities at any 
concession finds that it is practically impossible to 
do so.

Lloyds: and Mutuals Which Do Not Pay 
Taxes to the State or Help Maintain 
the Fire Patrol and Ins pectlon Bureaus 
Amendment to Board Rales Proposed 
Increasing Brokers’ Commissions=Pe- 
cali:r Case a Judge in Parts Was

Agents and managers of fire instirance 
companies which are regularly admitted to 
do business in Illinois, and which contribute 
to the State Treasury a tax upon their in- 
comes, object to the business done by indi- 
vidual underwriters, Lloyds, and mutuals, 
which pay no tax. All of the regular stock 
companies and the mutuals, which are au- 


thorized to do business in Illinois, are re- 


quired to pay a tax upon incomes, and in ad- 
dition to this they support inspection bu- 
reaus, the fire insurance patrol, and elec- 
trical and sprinkler departments, towards 
which other companies do not contribute. 
The expenses for the fire patrol and the vari- 
ous departments aggregate 5 per cent of 
premium receipts. Not one of the other com- 
panies contributes towards this fund. 

As a sample of the money expended by the 
regular companies there may be mentioned 
the single item of the Chicago fire insurance 
patrol for 1894. The disbursements for the 
six companies maintained amounted to 
$61,576. On all companies belonging to the 
Chicago Underwriters’ Association an as- 
sessment of 1% per cent upon the premiums 
for the last six months of 1893 and of 1\ per 
cent for the first six months of 1894 ‘was 
made. This money. was expended with the 
idea of saving money for insurance compa- 
nies. It was not entirely unselfish, for the 
insurance companies figure that the insur- 
ance patrol saves many times its cost in pre- 
venting damage to goods from water and in 
saving stock from being destroyed. The in- 
surance patrol, however, works irrespective 
of the insurance companies, in that just as 
much care is taken to save property which 
is not insured as to save that which is in- 
sured. 

Property insured in Lloyds and Mutuals 
which contribute nothing towards the ex- 
penses of the patrol will be as carefully 


looked after in the event of fire as though 


the indemnity was all in stock companies. It 
is but natural that the regular companies 
should object to paying the entire cost of 
maintaining this patrol while the companies 
outside should receive the same benefit 
froni it as they do themselves. The insur- 
ance report issued by Commissioner Brad- 
ford K. Durfee for the year 1804 shows total 
risks written of $1,108,067,634, on which pre- 
miums were received of $13,051,255 and losses 
paid of $7,680,112. This includes nine Mu- 
tuals organized under the laws of Illinois 
and sixteen Mutuals of other States. This 
by no means represents all the Mutuals 
writing in Illinois, while as for the Lloyds 
not u single one made report to the insurance. 
department. This shows that of all the busi- 
ness done by these companies only a small 
per cent is known officially to,the insurance 
department. None of these companies con- 
tribute towards the support of the fire pa- 
trol. Underwriters representing Lloyds and 
Mutuals compete for business on the score 
ot e@onomy, saying their expenses are much 
less in their proportion than are the stock 
companies. Much of the saving effected is 
due to the fact that they pay no taxes to the 
State and do not contribute towards ex- 
penses of the fire patrol and of the inspecting 
bureaus. 


TO INCREASE BROKERS’ COMMISSIONS 


Notice of an Amendment to Board Rules 
Sent to Members, 

Notice has been sent to the members of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ Association that 
at the quarterly meeting to be held Wednes- 
day of next week an amendment will be of- 
fered increasing commissions which may 
be paid brokers to 10 and 20 per cent, in 
place of the 7% and 15 per cent now paid on 
ordinary and preferred business. The fight 
for the change in commissions which would 
prove more favorable to brokers shows no 
sign of abating, and unless some decisive ac- 
tion is taken at the coming meeting of the 
board it will only be put off temporarily, for 
those who favor the adeption of a new 
schedule on commissions will not rest until 
thay have succeeded. ‘The meeting of the 
board next Wednesday is likely to prove an 
interesting one. R. A. Waller & Co. repre- 
sent the Continental, which has withdrawn 
from the association, and under the rules 
of the board they must either resign or 
give up the agency for the Continental. No 
move has been made as yet to compel an 
obedience to these rules since the resigna- 
tion of the Continental, but it is likely that 
something will be attempted at Wednes- 
day’s meeting.

National Underwriters’ Association to Quit, 
hat Will Pav All Claims. | 


New York, April 4.—[Special.]—The Na- 
tional Underwriters, an association of 
Lloyds, Plyer and Clarke attorneys, decided 
today to discontinue business. The attor- 
neys say they are able to take care of all 
policyholders and will pay the return pre- 
miums on all canceled policies. It has not 
yet been decided whether the association 
will reinsure or let all risks run out. The 
National Underwriters was a Lloyds of 
about a year old and did considerable West- 
ern business. 

The attorneys said tonight all Chicago 
claims would be promptly paid through a 
representative there. This is the second 
firm of Lloyds to retire from business in this 
city. The attorneys say the National Un- 
derwriters quit on account of the bad busi- 
ness which is largely due from the agitation 
of stricter legislation aganst Lloyds, 

The National Underwriters had seventeen 
subscribers, all New York men. Further 
particulars of.the retirement will be given 
tomorrow.

It bas been apparent for years that the chief 
danger which menaced this country was the 
growing misgovernment of its cities. That 
they were badly ruled semed a matter of lit- 
tle consequence when the population was 
chiefly rural. It became a matter of baleful 
import as the population became more and 
more urban. 

There was cause for grave fear lest, if this 
evil were not arrested, the misgq} rned cities 
would rule the States and would infect them 
and the Nation with the vices which were de- 
priving the municipalities of the ability to 
govern themselves intelligently and honestly.

“ ANTI-OPTION” LEGISLATION. 

Messrs. Hateh and Washburn are not the 
only ones who desire the passage of laws that 
will prevent speculation in grain futures, nor 
are those who wish for such measures to be 
found only in the United States. Home Sec- 
retary Asquith has intimated that the British 
Ministry, if successful during the present ses- 
sion, will introduce legislation to put transac- 
tions of that kind on the list of criminal of- 
fenses, and the Toronto Globe thinks “any 
measure with that end in view would be popu- 
lar with the farmérs and merchants” of 
Canada as well as with those of the United 
States. It says in the present unprecedented 
depression in wheat it is natural that the pro- 
ducers should regard the operators on the 
Chicago Board of Trade as the authors of 
their misfortune. 

The peoble who regard present low prices 
of wheat as an evil that should be abolished 
will have to look for the cause elsewhere 
than in Chicago or the grain exchanges in 
other, cities of the United States, The cause 
is to be found in the opening up of vast 
areas in different parts of the world on which 
wheat is raised very cheaply by the aid of 
low-priced labor, and from which it is trans- 
ported at low freight rates to the countries 
that do not grow enough wheat for their home 
requirements. The producers of wheat in Ar- 
gentina and India are willing to sell 
large quantities that can be delivered 
in British ports at about half the prices that 
were the rule there a quarter of a century 
ago, and there has been an important cheap- 
ening in the cost of growing wheat on a big 
scale in the Dakotas and on our Pacific coast, 
with a cutting in two of the transportation 
charges from those areas to consumers in 
Europe. The people who farm in this coun- 
try on a small scale find it hard to compete 
with all this, and the case of the British 
agriculturists is even worse, because they 
have to bear the full force of all the reduction 
in carrying charges from all parts of the 
world in which a surplus of wheat is grown. 

It is hard to see how the passage of laws to 
prevent speculation in grain in this country, 
in England,Germany, or France, could change 
these conditions. To abolish speculation 
would not increase the number of buyers, and 
it is pretty generally understood that the de- 
mand isan important element of price. It 
would not lessen the willingness of wheat 
producers to take the best prices offered them, 
and it might render them unable to sell at 
times when they wanted to part with the 
property, in which cases they might have to 
pay more to the usurer than now is absorbed 
by the mere speculator. Besides this, it does 
not seem to be understood by the advo- 
cates of repressive legislation that the 
average speculator is equally willing 
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ground that no one can be deprived of prop- 
erty without due process of law. When the 
police did not feel like interfermg with gam- 
ing houses they fell back on these decisions. 
When they felt like making war on the gam- 
blers they smashed their implements and the 
gamblers never dared to go to the Supreme 
Court for redress, That court in a case 
carried up by the city has sustained the con- 
stitutionalliy of the law. It saysin substance 
that an article used for an unlawful purpose 
cannot be looked on as property and hence 
entitled to the protection of the law. The 
moment it is used and applied in the unlawful 
business it becomes liable to forfeiture, and 
though the claimant may appear and claim, 
he has no greater rights in property so used 
than has any other person. This decision 
is just. The court has said just what this 
paper was confident it would say when it had 
an opportunity to express itself on the sub- 
ject. The question is settled now and police 


officers should undersand that gambling im- 


plements are outside the law and have no 
rights which they are bound to respect,

MAN AND THE APE. 


HAS THE MISSING LINK BEEN DIs- 
OOVERED AT LAST? 


The Pithecanthropus Erectus Found by 
Dr. Dubois in Central Java—It Has the 
Lowest Craniam Yet Seen in a Human 
Being=Some Scientific Opinions That 
Are Generally to the Effect That the 
Remains, = Remarkable, Are 
Human. 

New Tork World: It was related in the 
Sunday World some weeks ago that Mr. Eu- 
gene Dubois, a Dutch army surgeon, be- 
lieved that he had discovered the missing 
link between man and the ape. He found in 
Central Java portions of a skeleton which 
he declared to be above that of the highest 
ape and below that of the lowest man. He 
wrote an interesting pamphlet on the sub- 
ject,sand bestowed on his find the name of 
Pithecanthropus erectus. 

This discovery has excited general interest 
among scientific men. Prof. O. C. Marsh of 


4 
Yale, the eminent geologist, has devoted a 


magazine article toit. The general opinion 
of scientific writers now appears to be that 
the remains are distinctly human, although 
of an extraordinarily low character. Dr. 
Harrison Allen, in Science, declares that the 
molar tooth, skull, and femur are human 
and not at all simian. A well-known writer 
in Nature takes the same view. 

The fossil remains are three in number— 
viz: The upper part of a cranium, a right 
upper wisdom tooth, and a left femur. These 
are believed to belong to the pleistocene

The characters assigned to the new family 
proposed by Dubois are the following: ‘“‘Cra~ 
nium absolutely and relatively to body-size, 
much more roomy than in simiidae, but less 
roomy than in hominidae; cranial capacity 
about two-thirds of the average capacity of 
the human cranium, The inclination of the 
cervical surface of the occiput distinctly 
stronger than in simiidae, Dentition after 
the type of the simiidage. Femur similar in 
its dimensions to that of man and designed 
for the upright walk and attitude.”’ 

The leading peculiarities of the cranium 
of the so-called Pithecanthropus are the low 
depressed character of the cranial arch, the 
extreme narrowness of the frontal region, 
and the striking development of the super- 
ciliary ridges. These are all simian feat- 
ures.

Dr. Cun- 
ningham, however, came to the conclusion 
that the remains were undoubtedly human, 
These were some of his arguments: 

Dubois calculates from a comparison 
with ape crania that the fossil specimen had 
originally a capacity of at least 1, The. 
uverage capacity of the European skull may 
be said to range from 1,400 to 1,500 (Welck- 
er), and the N eanderthal cranium has been 
computed to have a capacity of 1,200. In 
this respect, therefore, the Neanderthal 
skull takes an intermediate place between 
that of the fossil form and of the European. 
Further, it should be borne in mind thata 
capacity of 1,000 is usually regarded (as, in- 
deed, Dubois points out) as being the physi- 
ological minimum for the human cranium. 

From these considerations the fossil era 
nium descrbed by Dubois is unquestionably 
to be regarded as human. It is the lowest 
human cranium which has yet been de- 
scribed. It presents many Neandérthaloid 
characters, but stands very nearly as much 
below ‘the Neanderthal skull as the latter 
does below the ordinary European skull.

doctrine, has already instructed Mr, Bayara 
to ascertain just what the English Govern. 

If it be true, as is now 
stated, that the Venezuelan Government has 
made grants of land to Americans and that 
England refuses to recognize these grants, 
then the State Department must call a halt 
to her high-handed proceedings, Monroe doc- 
trine or no Monroe doctrine, Under the new 
conditions the action of England is a menace 
to American interests directly by a refusal to 
concede the grants and indirectly by its gen- 
eral policy towards Venezuela.

It holds that it is not in the power of the Leg- 
islature to disfranchise or disqualify any citi- 
zen asa voter ora candidate, Therefore the 
Legislature should not pass the bill referred 
to. If it did the Supreme Court would be

ROUBLE IN THE POOL 


WESTERN ‘TRUNK LINE OOMMITTEE 
IN A QUARRELSOME MOOD. 


Efforts te Equalize A Are Ua- 
successful—<Missouri Pacific and Bur- 
lington Get More than Their Share and 
the Former Threatens to Withdraw=— 
Ratse in Hay E:tes Is Possible" Joe” 
Leeds Eesigns as Traffic Manager of 
California Association. 


Unless the Missouri Pacific soon changes its 
position the Western Trunk Line committee 
(freight pool) will soon be out of existence. 
There has been considerable quarreling be- 
tween the lines interested ever since the pool 
was organized. The Missouri Pacific and 
Burlington roads carried considerable more 
than their allotted percentages, while the 
Atchison and others fell considerably behind. 
Efforts to equalize percentages were not suc- 
cessful because the Missouri Pacific and Bur- 
lington soon tired of turning freight over to 
their competitors and came forward with a 
demand for increased percentages on the 
ground that the original allotment did 
not give them what they were entitied to. 
This demand was resisted by the other roads, 
which insisted that the Missouri Pacilic and 
Burlington secured more than their allotted 
percentages by cutting rates. Thg Western 
Trunk Line Freight committee could not 
come to an agreement and in order to avoida 
rupture the matter was referred to the execu- 
tive officers, after Chairman Bird had been 
instructed to submit to the executive officers a 
plan. of settlement. Mr. Bird submitted a 
‘compromise proposition giving the Missouri 
Pacific slightiy increased percentages with- 
out seriousiy disturbing thoset of the other 
roads. This proposition was adopted, and the 
General Managers congratulated themselves 
upon the satisfactory adjustment of the trou- 
bies which threatened to break up the pool. 

Considerable excitement was caused a day 
or two ago by the Missouri Pacific announ- 
cing that it would not stand by the arrange- 
ment made at the Chicago meeting unless it 
was given a greater percentage of the traffic 
from Missouri River points. This was fol- 
lowed up. witha notice of withdrawal by the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain and Southern raii- 
road, which is a part of the Missouri Pacific. 
This is taken as au indication that tne Mis. 
souri Pacific is willing to accept the revised 
percentage for its main liue, but will not in- 
elude the Iron Mountain. With the latter 
out of the association, the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas and Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis roads would be certain to go out, 
and this would more or less affect all the 
other lines and make the maintenance of the 
pool im possible. 

The Missouri Pacific, it is believed, is de- 
termined to Ather break ur the pool or get a 
percentage of the traffic far in excess of what 
it is entitied to. It has never made an effort 
fo maintain the pooling agreement, and by 
cutting the rates has succeeded in diverting a 
large proportion of the business which other- 
wi-e* would come to Chicago via St. Louis. 
That St: Louis gets more bus.ness than it is 
entitied to is shown by a statement of west- 
bound tonnage from the seaboard and 
from the Middle States which was 
lately submitted by Chairman Midgiey 
to the executive officers. This statement 
is for the three months ended with February. 
It shows the movement separately via Chi- 
cago, IIlinois junction points, Kankakee, 
Peoria, and St: Louis. The tonnage carried 
via St. Louis from the seaboard territory was 
37 4-10 per cent and from the Midule States 
55 8-10 per cent of the total from the terri- 
tory east of Illinois and the Indiana State 
line. Statisties had not been kept to show 
the movement of eastbound tonnage via St. 
Lou s, but it is said that even a greater pro- 
portion than of the west-bound tonnage went 
via St. Louis.

NEW RAILWAY TO KIT WEST, FLA, 


Cuban Complications Give Increased In- 
terest to the Scheme. . 

Washington, D. C., April 4.— The Cuban 
complications have increased the interest of 
the Engineering Department of the navy in 
the plan to extend the Jacksonville, St. Augus- 
tine and Indian railway along the Florida 
Keys to Key West. It is pointed out that this 
will bring Havana within fifteen hours by sea 
from the end of the railway instead of thirty 
hours as at present, and will vastly increase 
the importance of the island both for naval 
and military purposes.

FURNACES BUYING LAKE SUPERIOR ORE, 


Buyers of Pig Iron and Stee! Are Holding 
OffeFair Selling in Chicco, 

New York, April 4.—The Iron Age today 
says: There has been considerable buying 
of Lake Superior ore during the last week, * 
the amount involved aggregating about 
2,000,000 tons. By far the greater part of 
this was taken by the leading Chicago in- 
terest, the balance being to smaller purchas- 
ers. So far as can be learned the principal 
Pittsburg producers, the Wheeling fur- 
naces, and the makers in the valleys have 
not yet taken hold. The sales covered Nor- 
ris at $2.90, Ashland at $3, and Chapin at $3. 
One feature in connection with these trans- 
actions is the fact that the guarantee 
against a decline made by the mining com- 
panies covers only the particular grade of 
ore sold at the price made. 

Buyers of pig-iron and of steel are holding 
off to await developments. They show little 
disposition to pay lo in the valley for Bes- 
semer pig-iron and $15.50 for soft steel bil- 
lets in Pittsburg, figures which represent 
the market today. Sales have been light and 
it is only from Chicago that a fair tonnage 
of billets is reported. In the Eastern mar- 
kets prices are below the equivalent of the 
Pittsburg quotations, as the active compe- 
tition from that quarter is withdrawn for 
the present, 

There is a more hopeful feeling in the fin- 
ished iron and steel markets, although it is 
more in anticipation of better things to 
come than in any actual realization of bet- 
ter prices. Really little large business has 
been done and what is going on is taken at 
the old priced, 

Cleveland, O., April 4.—The Iron Trade Re- 
view this week will say: Some large sales of 
Lake Superior Bessémer ores have been 
closed the last week, the total running up 
to 3,000,000 tons, of which about 1,000,000 
tons has been sold in the last day or two. 
The advances established range from 10 to 
25 cents above the prices of Jast year. A 
leading Western steel interest is the prin- 
cipal buyer thus far. The coke advance to 
$1.55, together with that on ore, means close 
to 75 cents added cost on every ton of Besse- 
mer pig iron. 

Makers of Bessemer are much firmer in 
their position in view of this situation, and 
while the quotation of $10 at Valley Furnace 
was about 15 cents above market transac- 
tions last week, offers of $10 at the furnace 
for May and June deliveries are now re- 
fused. Some Pittsburg sales are reported at 
$10.75. Furnaces that had $90.50 in the Val- 
ley as their minimum under the eld prices 
would have to maintain a $10.15 or $10.25 fig- 
ure under the néw coke and ore basis. Soft 
steel billets, which shared in the advance in 
Bessemer pig a few Weeks ago and then fell 
off, are now advaneing again, and Pittsburg 
sales were made at $15.25 and $15.35 the last 
week. Demand for finished material is still 
encOuraging. Further rail buying is prom- 
ised for the near future, and bridge work 
has been furfiishing a large tonnage.

It is alieged a year ago Hurt’s son, aged 10 
years, went home one evening unexpectedly 
and found Milne there. Mr. Hurt was absent 
from home at the sime, and the son wrote to 
his father. Senator Hurt did not return to 
Casper until recently, being detained in the 
East, the principal part of the time at Hot 
Springs, Ark., on account of serious illness. 

Since coming home he has stopped ata 
hotel and refused to see his wife, although he 
had frequent interviews with his young son.

Senator Hurt is widely known throughout 
the State on account of his large interests in 
the wool industry and his eccentric ideas in 
reference to free trade.

He is 
said to be one of the wealthiest men in 
Central Wyoming. Milne, the miurdered 
man, was a sheep-herder and had been ia Mr.

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FREE LIBRARIES FOR LAWYER TENANTS 


_Inducements Held Out by Two Big Office 
Balldings to Intending Renters. 
Two of thé towering office buildings down- 
town offer attractions to lawyers to become 
tenants, in the shape of large libraries whose 
use is free to the occupants of offices. Both 
libraries comprise between 5,000 and 6,000 
volumes of’ reports and the standard text 
books,all carefully arranged and catalogued 
#0 as to constitute workshops good enough 
for almost any practitioner at the bar. One 
of the libraries is owned by the Bar Associa- 
tion, with which the proprietors of the build- 
ing have an arrangement providing for its 
general use by the tenants. The other is 
the property..of the building, where it is in- 
stalled in à big sunny room on the six- 
teenth floor. The building company paid 
_peyeral thousand dollars for it, and gave the 
10 owner an office adjoinng the book 
room, with a private door between. The in-

ot building. While many of the lawyer 
tenants in both the buildings are not leaders 
at the bar, there are amo them men in 
large practite, whe. like their less employed 
‘brethren, make much use of the books.

CALLS DOWN CURSES ON MANY HEADS. 


Beggar Who Ia Refused Money Alarms 
Many S*g Bridee Peeap)e. 

The residents of the Village of Sag Bridge, 
a small way station on the banks of the 
canal on the Alton railroad, are excited over 
a mysterious person who decorates their 
front doors with the following inscription, 
which is written upon a piece of wrapping 
paper: 

May the curses of God Almighty fall 
upon you. May you have all kinds of bad 
luck, and may you die a starving death.“ 

The first to discover the placard was 
Joseph Marks, the village sexton, who lives 
in the hollow. When he started to leave his 
home shortly before 6 o’clock to toll the 
church bell he saw the piece of paper pinned 
to the door. He carefully read the circular 
and then brought it to his wife. Mrs. Marks 
became greatly alarmed and begged her 
husband to lose no time in notifying the po- 
ice. Mr. Marks hastened to the police sta- 
tion, where all considered the matter as a 
joke. Marks, however, would not be calmed 
and demanded an investigation. 

Later in the day John Connors, a laborer, 
made a similar report to the police. He said 
that he found a piece of paper tacked to his 
door with the curse written on it. Other 
complaints followed and officers were de- 
tailed to make a search. After a careful in- 
vestigation they learned a young man rep- 
resenting himself to be deaf and dumb can- 
vassed the village and asked for alms. The 
police attribute the mysterious papers to 
him. In all places where he was refused 
aid the circular was placed upon the doors.

It was said yesterday by a man 
in a position to know that Mr. Clarkson had 
transacted business in connéction with the 
new enterprise. 

I know Mr. Aldrich and Mr, Keilogg are 
in New Tork,“ said one of the men mentioned 
in connection with the Cosmopolitan ordi- 
nance—in this instance not in the capacity of 
ownership.
